The bill to polandize Waahoe county 


was indefinitely postponed in the Sen- 
ate yesterday bj a vote of 10to4. This 
disposes of the proposition for this 
session, and probably for all time. 
The bill was one of the most unjust 
that was ever given consideration in u 
legislative body. It did not have the 
support of the best element of Storey 
county. The people of Lyon repudi- 
ated it and disclaimed all connection 
with the scheme. It was conceived in 
the lobby with tho hope that Washoe 
would expend mouey to defeat it. This 
hope was not realized, but tho bill 
passed tho House, nevertheless, by a 
voto of 17 to 13, and a motion to recon- 
sider the voto by which it passed was 
defeated. 


Well informed persons never for a 


moment believed that the bill would 
pass the Senate. The members of that 
body are self-respecting and are not 
disposed to partition this or any othei 
county without particularly benefiting 
any other section and they indefinitely 
postponed the bill by a majority of 
nearly three to one, considering that 
Mr. Wise, 
who would have 
votec 


against it, was absent on account of 
aicknesg.

THE IDAHO SKNATOKSaiT. 


The Idaho Legislature, which has 


been balloting for United States Sen- 
ator tince it convened two months ago, 
has elected George L. Sboup to suc- 
ceed himself. The Legislature stood 
39 Republicans to 15 Populists ou joint 
ballot. Shoup and Sweet were the Re- 
publican candidates and Claggott the 
Populist nominee. 
The Republicans 


were very nearly equally divided be- 
tween Sboup and Sweet, but tho dead- 
lock was broken by seven of the Sweet 
men voting for Shonp, who received 27 
votes to 12 for Sweet. The Populists 
changed t.beir vote from Claggett to 
Crook, who received 14 voles on the 
decisive ballot, one of the Populists be- 
ing absent. 


Like the Oregon Legislature, the 


Idaho Legislature neglected legislation 
of importance to tho State and devoted 
the greater part of its time to the Sen- 
atorahip. As the State Treasury in not 
plethoric and the solous do not care to 
give tber services to the State for time 
checks it is not probable that an extra 
session will be held.

She also 
had Jsome business with an Indian 
known as "Dummy." 
She did not re- 


turn as wus expected, and 
rumors 


reached Austin that thero had bseu 
some trouble in a camp in Kiugstous 
Canyon. Parties who left Austin last 
Thursday, returned on Friday with 
tho information that the squaw, her 
two children and the Indian known as 
•'Dummy" were found in the canyon 
all killed, and had the appearance of 
having been dead over twenty-four 
hours. 


Dummy's 
skull 
bad 
been 
split 


with an ax, and the woman aud chil- 
dren shot through and through, and 
thoir skulls crushed in. 
Dummy's 


body was in the wickiup, and the others 
outside. 
Tho woman had evidently 


made a fight for her childrons lives, 
as well as her own. As there was evi- 
dence of a protracted struggle about 
their wickiup. At the time the letter 
wan written from Austin, full partic- 
ular were not attained, and there was 
no clew to the parties who did the kill- 
ing.

Clever Vie Blade of Them by Ireland In 


Bis Shakespearean Forgeries—Elaborate 
Designs Impressed by the "Bandy" Boil- 
er—The Born* Virgin Mary letter. 
Stories au d incidents innumerable are 


wound np ia the art of paper malnug, 
and its mechanical processes have af- 
forded to the iuguuiuns gtory teller many 
n cbanco for a thrilling tale. 


This IB especially trne of the system 


of placing water marke, BO called, in 
various brands or makes of paper 


Perhaps the most interesting trne 


toiy which has to do with this branch 
f the industry is that of the famous 
'Ireland's Confessions." 


Ireland had fabricated some Shake- 


pearo manuscripts, which for a long 
irno were accepted as actual. They 
made such an impression iiideed that a 
number of men, famous at that time for 
heir erudition and for their literary 
tnnding, voluntarily prepared a testi- 
monial attesting absolute belief in the 
rothenticity of the manuscripts. To this 
locument those men nfflxed their signa- 
uros and sent the paper broadcast. 


The whole of the original edition of 


the fakes was disposed of in a few hours, 
and so great was the eageiness for the 
edition that single copies were disposed 
of in auction rooms at enormous prices. 


Some time after that Ireland-himself 


brew these gentlemen into much sor- 
row by explaining just how he bad had 
tin with them 


Ireland's story was that tha sheet of 


jnper which ho used was the outside of 
several others 011 which some accounts 
htul been kept dnnng the reigii of 
Charles I 
At that time Ireland was 


wholly unacquainted with the subject 
of \\ater marks. 


I caiefully selected," says he, "tn» 


halt f-huots not having any mark what 
>\f> on which I penned my fiist effn- 
>i in " A fow pages further on he wrote- 


3eui(j thus urged forward to the pro- 
tuction of moic manuscripts, it became 
locpssary that I should possess a suffl-

applied- to n bookseller, who, for the

"Cy this weans I was amply stor 4 


with that commodity, nor did I ftai 
any mention of tho circumstances by 
t i i > biioL&ollcr 
.A-) I was fully aware, 


hoi i tho v.uicty of water maiks which 
iu in oxuteuro at tho present clay, that 
tiny inns.t luve constantly been altered 
since tho period of Elizabeth, and being 
for eonio Urn" wholly unacquainted with 
Mm v ater maiksof that ago, I very care- 
fully produced my first specimens of tho 
willing on hcrh sheets of old paper as 
had no mark whatever. 


"Having heard it frequently stated 


that the appearance of such marks on 
tho papers would have greatly tended to 
establish their validity, I listened to 
every remark that was made on the sub 
}ect, and I nt length gleaned the i nielli 
gonce that n jug was the prevalent wa 
ter mark of the reign of Elizabeth, in 
consequence of which I inspected all 
tho sheets of old paper then in my pos- 
session, and having selected such as had 
tho jug on them I produced the succeed- 
ing manuscripts upon these, being care- 
ful, however, to mingle with them a 
certain number of blank leaves that the 
production on a sudden of so many wa- 
tor marks might not excite suspicion in 
tho breasts of those persons who \vere 
most conversant with the maunscripta " 


A traveler in Messina was once shown 
letter written by the Virgin Alary 


with her own hand 
Ha remarked that 


it must indeed be a miracle, since tho 
paper showed by its water mark that it 
was not made till some centuries after 
tbo age of Mary. 


It is the greatest mystery to most peo- 


ple how water marks are made 
And 


yet the matter is the simplest thing in 
the world. In the manufacture of paper 
tho pulp, befoie it has begun to bo 
dried and after it has bctn spread on 
tho moving platform, pa»&es under a 
roller called the "dandy " On this 
"dandy" is affixed the devico which 
works the water mark. 


It is of bent wire, and as the roller 


presses tbo paper it presses into it the 
mail* 


In tho enme manner most elaborate 


designs and oven pictures and intricate 
ropiesentations of whole battle scenes 
bavo been done from an engraved plate 
similar to an electrotype, used in the 
same manner on tho "dandy" roller. 


Of course check paper and bank pa- 


per is tho raost important variety dis- 
tinguished by water marks. In a pair of 
£5 note molds prepared by tho old proc- 
ess thoro aro 8 curved borders, 10 
figures, 1C8 largo waves and 240 letters, 
which had nil to bo separatedly secured 
by the finest wire to the curved surface. 


There were 1,060 wires and 07,584 


twists and the same repetition where 
tbo stout wires vero introduced to sup- 
port the undoi surface. 


In ancient times the water marks 


wcio used for the same purposes as tbe 
old inu signs. The old inns bad dolls 
anil beehives, horses and various other 
forms as signs. For tbe same reason the 
yipor makers had some distinguishing 
mink which mad" their product distinct 
from that of other makers. 


A very i.-mous mark of the sixteenth 


century was thobandmaik—a hand top- 
ped with a star. The jug or pot mark 
Bavethe.nametothe "pot" paper, while 
tbe foolscap mark used oa paper of o 
certain size gave that size its name, 
Which it retains to this day. 


Tbe post paper was so called because 


it bore a, mark of a shield with a post 
horn pu it—Lomlon Letters.
